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Q. Entlemen, In the Adminifiration of the 

Publick Baptif{m of Infants, we find the 

Jubfequent words propos’d by the Mint- 

fter to the Godfathers, &c. Doft thouin 
the name of the Child renounce the Devil and all bis 
works, the vain pomp and giory of the World, with all 
covetous defires of the fame, and the carnal defires of 
the flefh, fo that thou wile not follow or be led by them? 
To which they immediately anfwer, we renounce them 
all. From which permit me to deduce the following 
Queries. 

Firft, bow it can properly be faid, that we in the 

_ Name of the Infante. renounce thofe Sins before menti- 
on'd 3 which veiy Sins the generality of Mankind fo 
frequently PraGice in their Lives and Converfations. 
_ Secondly, Admit the Parents of the Child (by mis« 
fortunes or otherways) are oblig’d to remove to Foreign 
Parts, and the Infant live, how this Promife can paf- 
fibly be perform’d by the God-fathers, &c. in behalf of 
the Infant, when the diftance of place beswixt thems 
for ever renders themincapable of performing the fame 
(I mean in baving 7t tutor’d and inftru&ied in the 
Principles cf Religion) which I think is an Obligation 
laid by the Churct upon the Sureties of the Child. 

Thirdly and lastly, be pleas’d to inform us, in what 
the Obligations of Godfathers, &c. confift, and how 
far by thefe Promifes which they then make they are in- 
difpenfibly Oblig'd to perform them.

And therefore 
thofe Expretiions, the fame fhall comfort us, &c. are 
a Paraphraftical Interpretation of the word Noah. 
For the Hebrew Apellative TW) fignifies Refrefh- 
ment, 

But to fhew you, how Noah was a Comfarr 
(or Refrefhment) to the then Prefent Generation 
concerning the work and toyl of their hands, becaufe of 
the ground, which the Lord had curfed, we muft cone 
fider, that after a Curfe was paft upon the Earth 
for the Sin of our firft Parents, She, who was be. 
fore an Indulgent Mother, became a Severe Step. 
mother, and in furnifhing her Sons with neceffary 
food the Verify'd thofe words denounc’d to Adam ; 
in the fweat of thy face fhale thou eat bread, Then 
Ceas'd that Golden Age, of which the Poet {peaks ;

A Plenteous Crop arofe from Unplow’d Earth ; 
And FieldsUntill’d cou’d boaft a Num’rousBirth: 


But as we read in Gen, 9, 20. that Noah began to 
be an Husbandman (which Jaft word in the He- 
brew Original is by way of Periphrafis expreft, 4 
Man of the Earth, and therefore gave birth to thar 
Poetical Fiction of Saturn and Rhea) fo Lamech 
feemsto Prophefy, that Noaband his Pofterity thou’d 
make fuch improvement in the methods of Agri- 
culture, in the Art of Husbandry ; fhou’d Invent 
fuch Proper Inftruments and Other Neceffaries for 
that Employment, as that the Fatigue, the Drudge- 
ry of Husbandmen fhou’d be abundantly Lefs, than 
it had been before. | . 

Or the words may be a Prediction, that Noah 
fhoud Plant a Vineyard. For fince Wine maketh Glad 
the heart of Man, fo what more proper than Wine 
to Comfort Husbandmen in all the work and tol of 
their hands ? 
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If the word refpet the Curfing of the ground 
by an Univerfal Deluge ( tho’ this Conftruétion 
feems not to Us tobe foalrogether natural) then it 
Neceffarily follows, that Noah is therefore foretold 
ro Comfort or Refrefh Mankind, becaufe defign’d 
to be the Reftorer of the Poft-Diluvian World. 

Q.In the PhilofophicalTranfaétions of June 21 ft 1669, 
they give a Chronological Account of the feveral Incen- 
dium’s or Fires of Mount FEtna, and afterwards pro- 
ceed thus. Now, whether thefe Eruptions are causd
